Each knowiag the other's disposition 
well, and being stout able-bodied men, 
they parted and prepared themselves 
for the next meeting. Brown borrow- 
ed a little four-shot pistol from his 
friend, James Edwards, and Yount, 
after seeking in vain for a WPA POR 
finally forced himself into Alexander's 
store, and took a pistol from a private 
drawer. Thus prepared, the two 
walked towards each other, and met 
at the railroad, one on one rail and 
the other on the opposite rail. In 
this position Brown asked Yount when 
he was ready; Yount replied “Now,” 
and both fired simultaneously into 
each other, only five feet apart, Yount’s 
ball entered Brown's right. breast, just 
below the nipple. Brown's ball entered 
the lower part of Yount’s abdomen, 
and rahenddabeiend into the leg. 
Brown continued to fire, and emptied 
his four barrels, one ball entering 
Yount’s wrist; another, entering his 
right side, ranged around on the out- 
side; one missed entirely. Yount’s 
pistol refused to revolve, and while 
under fire he spat upou his thumb and 
endeavored to wrench the cylinder 
around; but failing, he closed with 
Brown, and they pounded and pum- 
meled each other with their pistols 
until they were parted; they again fell 
together and fought until both fell 
from exhaustion. When taken apart 
Brown's grip was still upon Yount’s 
arm, which had to be loosened by 
friends forcing open the hands. 

Both parties were laid upon the 
platform, a short distance from each 
other, and five doctors summoned; but 
no relief could be afforded Brown. 
While lying thus, Yount, it is said, 
swore at Brown, and said to him that 
if he could only reach him, that he 
would soon put him out of the way. 
Brown died at 2 o’clock Sunday morn 
ing, and was buried at Pleasureville 
Cemetery on Sunday. Yount lingered 
until Sunday evening, when he, too, 
died, after suffering great pain. 

Brown was a graduate of Eminence 
College, was a member of the Chris- 
tianburg Baptist Church, and was well 
beloved and respected in his section. 
Yount was the son of George Yount, a 
well-to-do and highly-respected farmer 
of Shelby county.—Frankfort, Ky., 
Yeoman. 
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A Bary with a Horse's Facr.— 
A male child, 4 months old, was taken 
by its mother, Mrs. Margaret O'Hara, 
to the Eastern District Hospital of 
Brooklyn, Thursday, to be operated on

& horse. An elongation of the nasal 
bones, which swelled out toward the 
chin and met the lower lip, which was 
thus depressed, gave the appearance of 
two large nostrils.

Dr. Brady had the 
infant put under the influence of chlo- 
roform, and in about half an hour 
handed the child back to its mother 
with a mouth, nose, and nostrils-—an 
ugly looking child, but still with a 
child’s face. The flesh was cut from 
the protuberance, and the bone was 
broken off to the length of an ordina- 
ry nose. The cuticle and flesh so cut 
away were formed into the base of the 
nose, holes being made for the nostrils. 
The large cavernous opening then seen 
was bridged across to make an upper 
lip by joining the two cheeks. Mrs. 
O*Hara said the cause of the deform- 
ity was an anti-natal shock, received 
through a neighbor who was driving a 
horse. Her husband is a laboring man, 
and they have four other bright chil- 
dren, from two to nine years of age. 
The deformed child is a healthy in- 
fant, and it is thought will survive the

A good wash for rvosts, to be ap- 
plied once or twice a week during the 
warm season, will be found in kerosene, 
or crude petroleum.

This effectually de- 
stroys the lice upon the perches, and 
the strong fumes that remain after ap- 
plication for 4 time, aid in driving the 
vermin from the bodies of the fowls 
during the night. Care should be. ta- 
ken in not using this powerful agent 
too generously. But if judiciously ap- 
plied to the roosts and to the insides 
and bottoms of laying boxes, its ad- 
vantage will be quickby realized by 
those who have never tried to rid their 
fowls of the annoyance of this hen- 
house pest, which so raptdly increases 
in the interior of poultry buildings, 
especially in our warmer months. 

CutTina GrRass.—Chemical analysis 
and common éxperience have proven 
that grass cut when in blossom 1s bet- 
ter fur cows than when cut later. For 
horses and working cattle it is better 
when more nearly ripe, but not wholly. 
As arule farmers dry hay too much. 
Cured grass is far better every way; 
cheaper to make and better feed. 
Grass cut In the morning and shaken 
np once or twice tn a good hay day is 
cured enough, as a rule, to be hauled 
to the barn in the afternoon. With a 
good mowing machine to do the work 
quickly time may be saved - by not 
cutting till the dew is off. Or the 
same result may be obtained by late 
cutting in the afternoon, the grass 
lying flat prevents the dew from get- 
ting to the ground, and only the top 
is moistened.— Scientific Farmer.

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Meat Shipping 
Cen Peay webemas* 0 
This afternoon, in company with 
B. B. Norten, Chairman of the Build- 
ing Committee of the Meat Shipping 
Association, we paid a yisit to, the 
grounds of the. Association. Several 
months ago Mr. Earl, one of the pro- 
jectors of this movement, came to 
Reno, laid his plans before our stock- 
men, described the methods employed 
in the East—which would, of course, 
equally apply here—and clearly de- 
monstrated to our stockmen and 
butchers the feasibility of the project, 
by reason of their favorable situation, 
for the shipment of fresh meat to the 
many markets which they might 
readily and profitably supply. 
Mr. Earl’s propositions were thorough- 
ly studied and found, if acted upon, 
to answer a want which could be prac- 
tically and readily subserved. A 
company was organized with a capital 
of $500,000, and the following gen- 
tlemen chosen as officers and direct- 
ors: John Cashin, of Nevada City, 
President; B. B. Norton, of Reno, 
Secretary and Treasury; W. 8. Bailey, 
of Virginia. City; Jacob McKissick, 
of Long Valley; Henry Berryman, of 
Honey Lake; and Chas. Grove, of 
Vallejo. There are three vacancies 
yet to be filled. Three places were 
designated for shipment points, Reno 
being one of those points. For the 
latter place B. B. Norton, W. 5S. 
‘Bailey and Jacob McKissick were 
chosen as a building committee. Reno 
thus far is the only place on the 
Pacific coast that has taken the initi- 
‘ation in this matter. For many 
‘months Chicago ‘has been sending 
hundreds of thousands of pounds of 
meat to New York and England, the 
meat arriving in Europe in fine condi- 
tien and commanding the highest 
prices in the meat markets of London. 
‘Last week Mr. Norton had the stone 
foundations of a main building 40x60 
feet laid. Carpenters then commenced

‘We are all newspaper readers and 
have seen that of late years the pulpit 
has gained 2 political power through 
the press.’ Upon any great question 
we now recognize the value of pulpit 
utterances, and that class which for- 
merly was confined to the spiritual 
world now deals more largely in tem- 
poral affairs. Indeed this element of 
discussion is largely conclusive with 
some of the most intelligent commu- 
mities, and hence its significance is not 
to be underrated. There is a world 
‘of good results within rea¢h of the 
‘church, and yet traditional methods 
‘and an absorbing fear lest the active 
‘phases of life shall supersede the spir- 
itual air of the church often <disarms 
‘these efforts. Lie | 

The pulpit discussions of the labor 
‘troubles now existing seem an instance 
in point. The majority who have 
spoken seem inclined to make these 
sufferings a basis for special dispensa- 
tions, divine displeasure and the like 
without caring te propose a remedy. 

Beecher from his published com- 
‘ments seems more desirous of proving 
that Ae is the daborer’s friead than that 
the laborer deserves friends. His own 
standing is evidently of more impor- 
tance in his eyes than that of the 
strikers, and hence we are told by tel- 
egraph that Beecher is kind eaough to 
gay that he has been misrepresented, 
and that he is friendly to the masses. 
Yet this does not solve the difficulty.

This:end was, 
of course, reached by the ‘Gesigning 
men who enjoyed the laberers’ confi- 
dence, but they must learm from such 
experience that tke way to remedy 
these difficulties is ‘by becoming 
active citizens. Laws miust not be 
made or sanctiened without study, 
because ignorant voteswill breed : ap- 
pression. It is surely pertinent :at 
such a time to ask the laborer whether 
he has done his duty ‘as a citizen im 
helping to impreve and preserve good 
government. Has he not rather tain 
idle in times of prosperity, ‘and allew- 
ed unscraupulows men to use him? Is 
there power enough in money to:pass 
unjust laws if the laborer will ‘ut 
raise his voice and command attention. 
If not, then his failure to act his»part 
as an active, mtelligent citizen, surely 
enables capital ‘to speculate upon his 
presperity. As we'have before said, 
we learn slowly when we learn well, 
and it is surely time that the people 
recognize their ruling power, and re- 
solved to use it, dispensing with the 
middlemen who buy and sell the prin- 
ciples of justice at will. Give your- 
selves an intelligent, honest vote, an 
active part mn the discussion of affairs, 
and your prosperity will stremgthen 
with the years, instead of obeying the 
slightest wish of capital. Intelligent 
votes make just laws,:while the voter 
who acts without thought will be-called 
upon to repent at leisure.

We received a letter Friday morning

It was written from 
Yosemite Falls under date of July

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At 10 4. mw. last Thursday the Ad- 
vent term of the Episcopal Seminary 
was forinally opened by Bishop Whit- 
aker. All the teachers, some 5d 
scholars and a number of parents and 
visitors were present. It was an im- 
pressive half hows exercise. An en- 
terprise born of an immortal act had 
been started under somewhat embar- 
rassing circumstances. One year's 
success of Bishop Whitaker’s School 
for Girls. He therefore stood before 
an audience in whom he felt the deep- 
est and most profound interest. His 
heart’s work was successfully unfold- 
ing itself, and this morning noted one 
of its most gratifying results. 
We have never heard a more peti- 
nent address than what he delivered. 
It was short but to the point. 

The officers and teachers of the 
school are: Bishop O. W. Whitaker, 
Rector. Rev. Wm. Lucas, Chaplain. 
Miss Kate A. Sill, Principal and 
teacher in higher English, French and 
Latin. Miss Eva Quaiffe, head of the 
department of music.

Graham, English, German, drawing 
and painting. Miss Helen Goodwin, 


mathematics. Miss Mary Estill, in- 
structress in music. Mrs. Miller, 
Matron. | 


Miss Chinn, former teacher of math- 
einatics, resigned her position and re- 
turned to her home in Fredricksburg, 
Virginia, Miss Goodwin, who takes 
the place made vacant by the resigna- 
tion of Miss Chinn, was formerly a 
teacher in Vassar College, the leading 
seminary of the United States. Miss 
Goodwin is a lady of superior mental 
attainments, and has had several years 
of practical experience in the school 
room. 

Forty-six applications have been 
made by pupils for beard and lodging, 
and there will be about twenty day 
scholars, thus making sixty six stu- 
dents enrolled for the present term, 
or six more than last semester. The 
Bishop informs us that not more than 
two or three more boarders could be 
accommodated. 

The finances of the school are in a 
healthy condition. Last year the in- 
debtedness was $8,000, but Bishop 
Whitaker so managed affairs that all 
expenses of the school were met, $500 
worth of improvements made and $120 
monthly interest promptly paid. He 
also collected $1,000, principally from 
Eastern subscription, which he turned 
over to Mr. Drexler, thus reducing the 
outstanding debt to $7,000. We do 
not know of a. better financtal show- 
ing from any similar educational insti- 
tution in the United States. The debt 
will be met,. but it. will require several 
years of patient and close manage- 


incubus. It occurs to our mind that 
we have several men in our State who, 
if they understood the financial condi- 
tion of this seminary, and knew how 
thorough is the work done by the 
teachers, that they would take pleas- 
ure in wiping the small debt out of 
existence. 

The seminary is not an experiment, 
nor is it distinctively a sectarian 
school. It isa suceessful attempt to 
found a school for the thorough edu- 
cation of girls and young women in 
Nevada. It is meeting with unex- 
pected success, and should receive 
opportune financial assistance from 
those on whom it is conferring fa- 
vors, diréct and indirect, and who 
would not miss the small amount 
that would place a worthy institution 
on the high road to prosperity.

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the question ofa railroad from Reno

route as possible : 

For eighty miles the road would 
run through the finest body of timber 
in the Sierras and wonld command 
1,500,000 acres of this timber, wanted 
alike in Virginia and in California. 
From the mouth of Deer creek to its 
western terminus the route would 
run through the finest agricultural 
regions of California the whole dis- 
tance. This way it would pass thro’ 
Honey Lake and Long Valleys and 
pass within a mile of Sierra Valley. 
In the mountains from the Big Mead- 
ows a branch road of ten miles would 
command the old settled and rich 
Indian Valley. From Honey Lake a 
branch road of 100 miles would com- 
mand Surprise Valley, where are 
350,000 acres of the best land on this 
side of the Sierras. Continuing 
southeast from here, and the mines 
and valleys of Esmerald, Nye and 
Lincoln counties would pay tribute, 
and just beyond our State the route 
would strike the best coal fields in 
Southern Utah on this side of the 
Rocky Mountains. 

ENGLAND’s MoveMeEnt’s.—A_ Lon- 
don special says much interest was 
manifested yesterday (Aug. Ist.) in 
the proceedings of the Ministerial 
Council at Vienna. The immediate 
future action of England may depend 
upon whether Austria shall depart 
from her policy of neutrality which 
she has hitherto pursued. Communi- 
cations have recently passed between 
the governments of England and Aus- 
tria, and it is asserted that a conven- 
tion has been entered into by them 
regarding the mutual defence of Con- 
stantinople.
